What the Radio ls 


Doing for the Farm 


The radio, while generally re- 
garded as belonging more to urban 
than to rural life, has become pop- 
ular in the country. The. depart- 
ment of ‘agriculture recently cum · 
pleted 2 survey showing that 143, de 
000 farm families are now equipped 
with radio receiving sets, Based 
upon an estimate of five persons to 
a family, this would mean that 
there are now 750,000 rural radio 
fans capable of tuning in and hear · 
ing the various programs put on at 
broadcasting stations. 

The radio may work as a greater 
influence than the telephone, good 
roads, electricity and the motor 
car in keeping people on the farm, 
for these conveniences, in many 
cases, only increased the hunger 
for things urban, 


Responsibility to Employes 
One of the most important prob- 
lems in railroad management in- 

volves’ responsibility toward em · 
ployes. Vice-president Paul Shoup 
of the Southern. Pacific company 
discussed this problem in an ad- 
dress: before tae safety council at 
San ‘Francisco. He stated as a 
most important fact that the 
cials of a succesnful railroad et 
always have risen from the rauks. 

Another peint made was that]: 
opportunities for advancement are 
sometimes blocked by inconsider- |* 
ate officials who have thé power to 
advance a worthy employee. 

These who have the potrer 
should at all times make the envi- 
ronment of the employe attractive, 
comfortable’ and safe. More and 
more the need for providing for 
old age, death, sickness and acci- 
dent. by insurance and pensions is 
becoming recognized.'’ 

Paul Shoup’s: statement that an 
employe shauld nat be required to 
break down the door of opportu- 
nity in order to get ahead, ex- 
presses the whole spirit of his talk.
